The Gettysburg School Authority 
Monday evening directed purchase 
of $5,000 worth of the bonds it had 
previously sold and thus brought 
to $276,000 the amount of bonds H 
has paid off since the authority 
was established a decade ago. 
The decision to buy the $5,000 
worth of bonds back, made at 
Monday’s meeting in the Gettys­ 
burg High School, follows a plan 
set up some time ago by the 
authority. When it has some extra 
funds available and can buy back 
bonds at par it does so, thus 
cutting down the interest that will 
have to be paid over the years.

TO VIENTIANE

VIENTIANE, Laos <APi-Four 
armed observation planes and an 
unspecified number of helicopters 
from the United States arrived in 
Vientiane Tuesday, raising fears 
that an arms race will be speeded 
in Laos. 
Some European sources said de­ 
livery of the planes could step 
up the race between the West and 
the Communists to supply rival 
sides rn the Laotian civil war with 
increasingly effective weapons. 
The observation planes, propel 
ler-driven models armed with two 
machine guns each, presumably 
will be used for spotting procom­ 
munist rebel units threatening the 
royal capital of Luang Prabang 
and digging in for a threatened 
government offensive in the stra­ 
tegic central Plaine des Jarres. 
FLOWN BY LAOTIANS 
They will be flown by Laotian 
pilots. A U.S. spokesman said de­ 
livery of the planes is authorized 
by the Geneva agreements per 
mitting the supply of ‘‘defensive’ 
weapons to the royal Laotian 
forces. Helicopters are already be­ 
ing used to shuttle food, gasoline 
and ammunition to the govern­ 
ment’s forward elements and to 
evacuate dead and wounded. 
The delivery of the American 
planes is expected to set off pro­ 
tests from Communist powers sup­ 
porting paratroop Capt Kong Le’s 
pro-Co mm un 1st forces in Laos.
